As  detailed  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1960,  two  elderly  persons,  a 
mother  and  son,  continued  to  be  visited  at  Town  View,  Wincanton, 
every  three  months  during  1961  and  applications  were  made  at  the 
Magistrates  Court,  Glastonbury,  for  the  extension  of  their  detention 
orders  as  persons  refusing  to  remain  there  voluntarily. 

ANNUAL  RETURN  OF  FOOD  POISONING  NOTIFICATIONS 

There  were  no  Food  Poisoning  notifications  during  the  year. 

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1961 

Although  as  a  general  rule  the  figures  are  too  small  for  much  signi¬ 
ficance  to  be  attached  to  them,  nevertheless  certain  broad  statements 
can  be  made. 

Population 

The  Registrar’s  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  of 
Wells  for  mid-year  1961  was  260  more  than  that  for  1960. 

Births 

Live  births  in  1961  totalled  some  21  less  than  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  recorded  birth  rate  was  16.6  which  is  less  than  the  figure  for 
1960  (19.05). 

The  Registrar  now  provides  a  correction  factor  for  birth  rates,  and 
in  the  case  of  Wells  Rural  District  this  factor  is  1.15,  which  gives  a  corrected 
birth  rate  of  19.1,  which  is  better  than  the  rates  of  16.58  for  Somerset  and 
17.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  still  births,  per  1,000  live  and  still  births,  was  33.1 
compared  with  18.04  for  Somerset  and  19.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  Recorded  or  Crude  Death  Rate  was  17.4  which  is  a  higher 
figure  than  that  of  the  previous  year  (14.38).  However,  the  Corrected 
Death  Rate  (Registrar’s  correction  figure  0.57)  was  only  10.4  which  com¬ 
pares  favourably  with  the  figure  of  12.77  for  Somerset  and  12.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  11.4  is  less  than  half  of  that  for  the 
previous  year  and  compared  favourably  with  the  rates  for  Somerset 
(15.82)  and  England  and  Wales  (21.6). 

The  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  was  slightly  more  than  that  of  Somer¬ 
set  as  a  whole,  and  England  and  Wales. 

Due  to  6  still  births  and  2  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  old, 
the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  unfortunately  44.2  as  against  26.8  for 
Somerset  and  32.2  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Maternal  Mortality 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  1961,  as  in  the  previous  year,  no  women 
in  the  district  died  as  a  result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 


Causes  of  Death  in  1961 

Diseases  of  the  Cardio-vascular  System — continue  to  be  the  cause 
of  the  largest  number  of  deaths.  The  number  (100)  is  higher  than  the 
figure  of  90  for  last  year.  Of  these,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  caused  21  deaths  as  against  20  last  year,  and  coronary  disease 
24  deaths  as  opposed  to  25. 

Cancer — deaths  (23)  were  slightly  higher  than  for  the  previous  year 
(20).  Of  these,  Lymphatic  neoplasms  and  malignant  types  other  than 
lung,  breast  or  uterus,  constituted  by  far  the  major  part  (14). 

Respiratory  Diseases  (other  than  tuberculosis) — deaths  from  these 
were  twice  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  (11),  and  3  deaths  were  attri¬ 
buted  to  Influenza. 


Notifiable  Diseases 

The  figure  of  53  cases  of  Measles  during  the  year  reflects  the  occur¬ 
ence  of  a  moderate  epidemic  in  the  District.  These  generalised  outbreaks 
tend  to  occur  in  two  yearly  cycles.

SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  carried  out  in  the  villages 
of  Wookey,  Walton  and  Meare  have  been  described  in  previous  reports. 

The  present  arrangements  for  disposing  of  sewage  in  villages  without 
public  sewers  have  been  inspected  and  there  is  a  need  for  schemes  in  the 
following  villages  : 

1.  Easton  and  Westbury-sub-Mendip. 

2.  Rodney' Stoke  and  Draycott. 

3.  Butleigh  and  Baltonsborough. 

4.  Balance  of  the  comprehensive  scheme  in  St.  Cuthbert  Out  parish 
comprising  the  Glencot,  Elm  Close  and  Haybridge  area. 

5.  Coxley. 

The  formalities  connected  with  schemes  numbered  1  and  2  are  almost 
completed  and  it  is  likely  that  work  on  both  will  be  commenced  in  1962. 

The  preparatory  work  on  schemes  numbered  3,  4,  and  5  is  proceeding 
but  as  the  latter  is  less  complicated  than  the  other  two  it  could  possibly 
be  given  priority. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


Shortages  were  experienced  during  the  year  and  the  quality  of  certain 
supplies  was  unsatisfactory.  Details  are  given  below. 

The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  carried  out  the  following  minor 
works  : 

New  booster  at  Butleigh  in  order  to  supply  two  farms  and  neigh¬ 
bouring  cottages. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  and  CHEMICAL  RESULTS — See  Appendix. 

BALTONSBOROUGH. 

Each  inhabitated  house  has  a  supply  laid  on. 

BUTLEIGH. 

122  houses  are  supplied  with  main  water  and  a  few  of  the  outlying 
properties  rely  on  wells. 

CHEWTON  MENDIP. 

Most  of  the  175  houses  in  this  village  are  supplied  with  water  from 
the  Waldegrave  Estate  Company’s  private  supply.  A  few  properties, 
because  of  their  situation  rely  on  wells  or  rain  water  storage. 

OUT  ST.  CUT! 1  BERT. 

East  and  West  Horrington. 

73  houses  out  of  125  have  a  piped  supply  and  the  remainder  are 
supplied  from  standpipes. 

Coxley. 

Approximately  137  houses  out  of  194  are  supplied  with  water  on 
tap.  The  majority  of  houses  having  a  mains  supply  derive  their  water 
from  a  Reservoir  at  Yarley,  owned  by  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
and  the  others  from  installations  under  the  control  of  the  Church  Com¬ 
missioners. 

The  supply  owned  by  the  Church  Commissioners  providing  water 
for  the  occupants  of  houses  in  the  Coxley  Wick  area  was  discovered  to 
be  polluted  and  deficient  in  quantity.  It  was  accepted  that  the  supply 
could  not  be  improved  and  in  consequence  the  Statutory  Water  Under¬ 
takers  were  requested  to  lay  mains  to  supply  this  particular  area. 

Burcott. 

71  houses  mainly  relying  on  their  own  wells. 

Easton. 

This  village  has  a  main  water  supply.  59  of  the  86  houses  are 
connected  to  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  mains  and  24  rely  on 
standpipes. 

Wookey  Hole,  Elm  Close  and  Haybridge. 

These  groups  of  houses  are  supplied  by  Wells  City  who  are  the 
Statutory  Water  Undertakers.  Most  houses  have  piped  supplies  of 
good  quality  water  in  adequate  supply. 

Dulcote. 

Some  44  houses  of  which  31  have  a  piped  supply  derived  from 
a  small  private  water  system  installed  many  years  ago.  This  supply 
occasioned  some  considerable  concern  during  the  summer  months  when 
it  became  known  that  it  was  deficient  in  quantity  and  of  unsatisfactory 
quality.  The  supply  was  augmented  by  diverting  underground  springs 
into  the  village  main  and  measures  to  prevent  the  access  of  surface  water 
had  the  effect  of  improving  the  quality. 
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Chilcote,  Worminster,  Milton  and  Walcombe. 

These  small  groups  of  houses  have  piped  supplies  from  various 
sources  and  their  needs  appear  to  have  been  met. 

DINDER. 

55  out  of  63  houses  have  piped  supplies  from  the  Estate  Supply. 
This  water  is  derived  from  springs  which  rise  near  Masbury  Ring.  The 
remainder  of  the  houses  are  not  within  reach  of  the  mains  and  have 
to  rely  on  wells,  etc.,  for  their  water.  The  Estate  Supply  has  always  been 
adequate  in  quantity  for  the  needs  of  the  village.  Unfortunately  for  a 
time  during  the  summer  months  samples  revealed  that  it  was  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  quality.  Arrangements  were  made  for  chlorination  and  as 
expected  the  quality  improved. 

GODNEY. 

51  out  of  73  houses  have  piped  supplies  from  the  Street  U.D.C. 
main  which  runs  through  the  village.  The  supply  is  of  good  quality 
and  there  is  no  shortage  at  any  time.  The  remainder  of  the  houses 
have  to  rely  on  private  supply  as  they  are  not  in  compact  groups  or  within 
easy  reach  of  the  trunk  main. 

ME  ARE. 

Water  mains  having  been  laid  to  the  greater  part  of  this  parish 
has  made  it  possible  for  201  of  the  288  houses  to  have  a  piped  supply 
and  approximately  30  others  are  served  by  standpipe. 

The  Meare  water  tower  which  has  a  capacity  of  125,000  gallons  and 
rises  some  83  feet  above  the  ground  enables  water  to  be  supplied  to  all 
parts  of  the  parish  under  normal  pressure. 

NORTH  WOOTTON. 

64  out  of  78  houses  have  piped  water  of  good  quality  and  unlimited 
quantity. 

PRIDDY. 

56  of  the  96  houses  have  piped  supplies.  The  majority  of  this  number 
are  supplied  from  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  mains  but  there  are 
still  a  few  obtaining  water  from  agricultural  systems  installed  by  the 
Church  Commissioners. 

RODNEY  STOKE. 

There  are  240  houses  in  this  Parish.  Approximately  40  are  supplied 
by  Street  U.D.C.  under  their  Water  Act  which  empowers  them  to  supply 
as  many  as  can  be  fed  by  gravity  from  their  trunk  main  ;  and  176  other 
houses  are  supplied  from  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  mains. 

SHARPHAM. 

10  houses  out  of  30  have  piped  supplies.  The  remainder  are  not 
within  easy  reach  of  the  main  and  have  to  haul  water  from  one  of  two 
standpipes  which  have  been  provided.  The  source  of  the  water  is  the 
Street  U.D.C.  main.  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  purchase  in  bulk. 
Quality  and  quantity  satisfactory. 

WALTON. 

There  are  188  houses,  and  all  except  the  outlying  ones  now  have 
water  on  tap.  Total  connected  is  160.  The  source  of  the  water  is  again 
the  Street  U.D.C.  main. 
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WESTBURY-SUB-MENDIP . 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  this  Parish  is  173.  49  houses  have 

piped  supplies  namely  from  an  agricultural  system  installed  by  the  Church 
Commissioners  sometime  ago.  A  further  102  are  supplied  from  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company's  mains. 


WEST  PENNARD. 

177  out  of  197  houses  have  piped  supplies.  The  remainder  have 
standpipes  within  easy  reach  or  rely  on  private  supplies. 

WOOKEY. 

A  rather  scattered  Parish  comprising  Wookey,  Worth,  Yarley, 
Henton  and  Bieadney.  There  are  291  houses  in  this  village  and  222 
have  piped  water  from  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  mains. 

THE  MEND1P  HOSPITAL. 

This  large  Institution  which  houses  well  over  1,000  patients  and 
staff  has  its  own  water  supply.  The  main  source  is  two  boreholes  situate 
between  Bristol  Road  and  Watchet’s  Spring  which  provides  the  water 
for  East  and  West  Horrington.  These  boreholes  are  in  the  old  red 
sandstone  formation,  and  yield  insufficient  water  for  the  very  large 
demands  of  such  an  institution  and  the  farms  run  in  connection  therewith. 

Consequently  arrangements  have  been  made  to  supplement  the  supply 
from  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  sources  when  required.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  system  of  collecting  refuse  fortnightly  introduced  in  1956  con¬ 
tinues  and  a  properly  covered  vehicle  is  used  by  the  Contractor  for  the 
purpose. 

The  refuse  after  collection  is  disposed  of  in  an  isolated  quarry  and 
the  usual  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  nuisance. 

Litter  baskets  are  provided  in  lay-bys  on  main  roads  and  in  areas 
of  the  district  used  by  the  public  for  picnics. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION. 


The  shops,  although  few  in  number  are  inspected  from  time  to  time 
and  small  quantities  of  canned  and  other  food  have  been  condemned. 

in  the  majority  of  cases  the  shopkeepers  own  and  work  on  the 
premises  and  the  few  assistants  employed  are  under  constant  supervision, 
consequently  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  observed  and  no  in¬ 
fringement  has  been  reported  during  the  year. 

Unsound  food  is  disposed  of  by  burning,  burying  or  feeding  to 
animals  after  suitable  treatment. 


DISTRIBUTION  AND  SALE  OF  MILK 

Under  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960,  which 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st.  January,  1961,  the  Somerset  County 
Council  are  responsible  for  licensing  all  dealers  of  designated  milk  except 
those  who  are  producer-retailers  covered  by  the  County  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 

in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)
